The AHA says the most common 
warnings are.: (1)Prolonged, oppressive pain or discom¬ 
fort in the center of the chest: (2) Pain radiation to the 
shoulder, arm, neck or jaw; Cl) Sweating accompany¬ 
ing the pain, perhaps nausea, vomiting or shortness ol

These symptoms, the AHA says, often subside and 
return again at a later time. Those experiencing the 
symptoms should call a doctor at once, because the firsi 
hours of a heart attack are often the most critical, and 
the time in which the most can be done to limit damage. 

The AHA campaign is set for February but aware¬ 
ness of warning signs of heart attack should be stress¬ 
ed twelve months a-year; executives between the ages 
of and (14 are most vulnerable, but all in that age 
bracket arc highly vulnerable.

Students in the Advance Accounting Class at Agawam High 
School will try to earn money for college expenses by prepar¬ 
ing federal and state income taxes for students and adults 
who do not itemize. The students will charge a fee of $2.00 for 
students and $4.00 for adults. 

Mr. Altobelli, the accounting teacher, expects more people 
to prepare the short form this year because of the increase in 
the standard deduction. The standard deduction has incresed 
from a minimum of $1,700 to a maximum of $2,800 for this 
year, depending on one s income and marital status. 

Although senior citizens who are married and both are 65 
years old do not have to file a federal return if their gross in¬ 
come is under $5,100, they should file a state return to receive 
their refund if they earned under $5,000.00

lnflation-4% St. Valentine's Day 


Final figures for 1976 
were recently reported on 
the rate of inflation-- 
which dropped to four per 
cent for the year. This was 
highly encouraging news 
and the lowest rate of 
inflation in any major na¬ 
tion in the West except 
Germany and Switzer¬ 
land 

The reduced rate is a 
feather in the cap of the 
Ford Administration. 
Holding down inflation is 
a must in holding down 
justified wage and price 
increases and in increas¬ 
ing the buying power of 
all Americans. 

Mr. Ford, who stress¬ 
ed the fight on inflation 
while President, can take 
comfort in the 1976 result. 
It was a notable achieve¬ 
ment during a year of 
slow, but definite, eco¬ 
nomic upturn. 


There were three Saint Valentines, all living in the 
second half of the third century; one is thought to have 
been a priest of Rome, another was a bishop and little is 
known of the other.

Later, in Middle Ages Europe, the day known as St. 
Vallentine’s Day was associated with lovers. In the 
fifteenth century English writers refer to the day as one 
when birds (and maybe humans!) choose mates. 

Costume balls are a feature of Valentine’s Day and 
in countries where Mardi Gras or Frasching 
celebrations are extravagant there are always gala 
celebrations that day or night. 

However it came about, boys and girls soon began 
exchanging Valentines.

What medicines should not be packaged in child 
proof containers? -- H.P. 

Any medicine which you have to be able to take 
quickly should not be packaged in child proof 
containers. For example, people who have heart 
conditions or asthma attacks should not be burdened 
by fumbling with a child proof container of life saving 
medicine while having an attack. A recent story 
illustrates the problem. A cardiac patient died of a 
heart attack because he was unable to remove his 
nitroglycerine tablets from the container.

Exhaustive studies at England’s famed Common 
Cold Research Unit showed that persons drenched with 
water and then subjected to cold temperatures were no 
more susceptible to cold infections than volunteers who 
were adequately dressed and kept dry.

Planes, 'Copters Go 

Over areas such as vast 
stretches of timberland, 
flooded green rice fields, and 
even the level land of the Mid¬ 
west, agricultural aircraft are 
doing the jobs tractors never 
could. 

Agricultural aviators are 
seeding, fertilizing and treat¬ 
ing crops and timber where 
the area is too vast, the plant 
population too dense, and the 
terrain too rough for ground 
equipment. 

"A perfect example is much 
of the nation's 475 million 
acres of valuable forests,” 
points out F. Farrell Higbee, 
of the National Agricultural 
Aviation Association. “Prior 
to ag aviation there was little 
that could he done to save a 
forest under attack by disease 
or pests. Hut today, by air ap¬ 
plication we are saving mil¬ 
lions of acres of trees. We 
even plant trees by air.” 

Rice, which is grown in 
water, is an economically 


Where'Tractors Can't 

viable crop in the U.S. only 
through the use of air ap¬ 
plication. The high cost of 
hand labor required to culti¬ 
vate flooded rice fields would 
prohibit production. “So 
through ag aviation, the U.S. 
can export a surplus of two 
million metric tons of rice 
each year,” says Higbee. 

Densely planted crops, such 
as wheat and hay, are also 
cultivated by air. Ground 
equipment can damage 
plants and is less efficient in 
large fields. Fields of any 
crop, muddy from rain or 
irrigation, can be treated from 
the air, where ground equip¬ 
ment could not be brought in 
until the land is sun dried. 

Farmers, ranchers and for¬ 
esters benefit from the fact 
that airplanes and copters go 
where tractors cannot. But so 
does everyone else, for that is 
just one of the ways this in¬ 
dustry helps cut the nation’s 
food bill by $15 billion.

ROMANCE ANDRICHNESS OF RUFFLES 

Ruffles evoke the femininity and soft motion of 
fabric constructed in a certain way, adding richness and 
romance to a plain dress. 

A full ruffle requires a strip of fabric which is twice 
the length of the garment edge where it will be applied. 
Triple the length provides a richer appearance. 

The depth of the ruffle should be in proportion to the 
length of the skirt. A long skirt requires a wider ruffle 
than a short skirt, for example. At the same time, a 
wide ruffle needs more fullness than a narrow one. 
Ruffles may be single or double. 

Before cutting a ruffle on the ' 

straight grain, trim the selvage. 'SgjT 

Draw a thread close to the edge.

Hem ruffling before applying to the dress using a 
narrow machine-stitched hem. After hemming, divide 
ruffle in four sections. Machine-baste two rows of 
stitching one-eighth inch apart, using buttonhole twist 
in bobbin. Apply these rows of stitching separately to 
the four sections, leaving long threads at beginning 
and end of each section. 

Divide garment edge in four areas with pins. Match 
sections of ruffles to those of garment. Draw up the two 
gathering lines of stitching, pushing the fabric along 
the bobbin thread. 

After gathers have been drawn up, adjust fullness 
evenly. Ruffles may be applied with a facing or sewed
